 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 23 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 24

 (o) “Tier I sex offender” means a person who has been convicted of: 3

violation of § 3–902 or § 11–208 of the Criminal Law Article, if the victim is a minor; 7 

 

  (3) THE COMMON LAW OFFENSE OF INDECENT EXPOSURE IF THE 8 

VICTIM IS A MINOR AND THE ACT WAS COMMITTED FOR THE PURPOSE OF 9 

SEXUAL GRATIFICATION; 10 

 

  (4) a crime committed in a federal, military, tribal, or other 11 

jurisdiction that, if committed in this State, would constitute one of the crimes listed 12 

in item (1) [or (2)], (2), OR (3)  of this subsection; 13 

 

  [(4)] (5) any of the following federal offenses: 14 

 

   (i) misleading domain names on the Internet under 18 U.S.C. § 15

   (ii) misleading words or digital images on the Internet under 18 17

   (vi) sex trafficking by force, fraud, or coercion under 18 U.S.C. § 25

   (vii) travel with intent to engage in illicit conduct under 18 27

  [(5)] (6) any military offense specified by the Secretary of Defense 29 

under Section 115(A)(8)(C)(i) of Public Law 105–119 (codified at 10 U.S.C. § 951 Note) 30 

that is similar to those offenses listed in item [(4)] (5) of this subsection; or 31 
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  [(6)] (7) a crime in a court of Canada, Great Britain, Australia, New 1 

Zealand, or any other foreign country where the United States Department of State 2 

has determined in its Country Reports on Human Rights Practices that an 3 

independent judiciary generally or vigorously enforced the right to a fair trial during 4 

the year in which the conviction occurred that, if the crime were committed in this 5 

State, would constitute one of the crimes listed in items (1) through [(5)] (6) of this 6 

subsection. 7

 A person convicted of indecent exposure is guilty of a misdemeanor and is 10 

subject to imprisonment not exceeding 3 years or a fine not exceeding $1,000 or both. 11
